It says: 


“This bill is designed to raise revenue 
for the government and benefit of the 
Philippine Archipelago. It is intended 
to restore the status which existed 
prior to the late decision of the Su- 
preme Court in The Diamond Rings 
case." Prior to that decision, the gov- 


ermment had been collecting duties on 
goods coming into the United States 
from the Philippine Archipelago at the 
game rates as those provided in our 
tariff! laws for like articles imported 
from foreign countries. The court 
holds that the Philippine Archipelago 
not a foreign country, and therefore 
general tariff law does not apply. 
This bill extends the rate now existing 
upon imports from foreign countries to 
articles brought in from the Philippine 
Islands. 


“In the 
United States Philippine 


domestic, and to prov! 
foree for the preservation of order. 
These different forms of tariff in force 
there have produced a surplus of reve- 
nue after paying the expenses of the 
government. This bill proposes in the 
first section to make this Philippine 
tariff a part of the statutes of the 
United States. 

“The necessity for a continuance of 
revenue which be both ample and 
certain is imperative. If we continue 
the police and constabulary system 
which has been inaugurated, and which 
is doing so much to restore and con- 
serve order in the islands, it will call 
for a large increase in appropriations. 
We have enrolled 150,000 school chil- 
dren in the public schools. Of this 
number more than one-half are without 
any schoolhouse accommodations. It 
is necessary that we build suitable 
houses at once. Three thousand adults 
were at last accounts — 4 for night 
schools, and we are told‘that this num- 
ber has since increased probably to at 
least 35,000. These people are anxious 
to learn our language and to better 
their mental condition, and must be 
amply provided for. Four thousand 
teachers have been employed, nearly 
all of them recently, and their salaries 
must be paid. This great work of edu- 
cation must not be crippled, even for 
a short time, for lack of funds. 

“Our government has gone to work 
systematically, through the commis- 
sion, for the improvement of the har- 
bor at Manila. They have let the con- 


tract. after a public advertisement and 


competitive bids, to the lowest bidder. 
This contract call. for the expenditure 
of $23,000,000 in the near future. Roads 
are being constructed, and the building 
of roads in this tropical country is ex- 
pensive. These are but a few items of 
expenditure which are imperative. All 
these expenditures are preparing the 
way for a reduction of the army. and 
in the end will prove of direct benefit 
to the taxpayers of the United States. 

“The bill also provides for the col- 
lection of tonnage taxes on vessels ply- 
ing between the ports of the United 
States and the Philippine Archipelago. 
It further provides that ‘vessels not of 
the United States may ply between 
these islands. notwithstanding our 
coastwise navigation laws, until the 
first day of January, 1965, when it is 
believed these islands may safely come 
under the operation of our present stat- 
utes, and vessels only of the United 
States be employed in our commerce 
with them.’ 

“At present our own people who ship 
goods to these islands are handicapped 
by the internal-revenue tax and dues 
paid upon foreign goods imported here 
and used in the manufacture of articles 
sent to the Philippines. The sixth 
clause of the proposed bill is designed 
to remedy this. 

“The fourth section provides that all 
the duties and taxes collected under 
the act shall not be covered into the 

1 fund of the treasury of the 
United States, but paid into the treas- 


ury of the Philippine Islands, to be used 
and expended for the use and benefit of 
these islands 


“The object of the bill is to meet a

Police Put Forth the Theory That the 
Killing of Oppenheimer, the Shooting- 
gallery Proprietor, May Have Been 
the Accidental Deed of a Patron. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.™M.} 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 13.—Great 
mystery surrounds the untimely death 
of Adolph Oppenheimer, the shooting- 
gallery proprietor, wno was murdered 
in his stall at a late hour last night by 
some one whom the police have been 
unabie to locate up to this time. 

The murder was done quietly, and at 
a time when the streets in the neigh- 
borhood of Oppenheimer’s place of 
business are usually thronging, but so 
far no one has come forward who can 
give any information which may lead 
to the apprehension_of the murderer or 
murderers. The motive of the murder 
is also one of mystery. 

The theory of Capt. Seymour, who 
has given close attention to the case, 
is that some drunken or very careless 


person was shooting at the targets with 


the 22-caliber rifie, when Oppenheimer 


Turned. as is the custom, to go to the 


targets and daub them with white 
paint. Ag he walked toward the tar- 
gets, it is argued, with his back to the 
patron and the street, the shot was 
fired that ended his life. He plunged 
forward on his face, and must have 


died immediately, as the bullet entered 


vital portions of the body. 

Then, the police believe, when the vis- 
itor realized what he had done, he 
quietly laid down the gun and stole 
away, unwilling to face the chances of 
proving that he shot Oppenheimer by 
accident.
